In a letter to the New 
Mexico congressional delegation, EPA Region 6 Administrator Ron Curry said the EPA “is providing $2 
million for long-term monitoring and planning. States and tribes can apply their share to monitoring this 
spring.” Curry also confirmed that the EPA “is reviewing the state’s most recent request to be reimbursed 
$1.5 million for expenses related to the August 2015 spill.” 

Navajo President Says Suicide Rate Has Increased Since Spill. The Daily Caller (3/17, Barton) 
reports Navajo President Russell Begaye said suicides have spiked since the EPA “caused three million 
gallons of toxic waste from the Gold King Mine to spill into the native American’s main water supply last 
August. At least 15 Navajo have committed suicide since the spill.” Begaye said he “couldn’t say ‘whether 
they’re directly related,’ but said he believes the visibly polluted river ‘aggravated urges' of those who 
were already ‘vulnerable.’”
